But for Men, and Chriſtians too ! to be 
guilty of ſuch Barbarity and Inhumanity, to think 
they could take one Step, with an Intention to ruin 
ſo many of their Fellow Chriſtians and Countrymen, 
is an Article paſt my Belief. Could this be proved, 
and that our Ifortunato, loſt all, by not being 
enough in the Secret to ſecure themſelves, who 
would not think it highly equitable, that the Law 
ſhould proceed againſt ſuch Sharpers with Rigour, 
and oblige them to return, with Shame, what is 
ſo fraudulently gotren ? But, I think, it is very 
evident, that the whole Buſineſs was upon no ſo- 
lid . Foundation, but carried to that extravagant 
Height by the; Humour and Run of the People, 
who had not Leiſure to conſider what could be 
the Support of ſuch Extrayagancies ; and that it 
_ muſt furely terminate in Ruin and Miſery. For my 
Part, I make a Queſtion, whether the Directors them-

and he diſcovers ſomething great and godlike, 
who is firm, and not to be ſhaken by an adverſe. - 
Fortune. To conquer our ſelves, and ſo moderate 
our Paſſions, as to carry an equal ſteady Mind 
through all Viciſſitudes and Chances, and, with 
St. Paul, both to want and abound with the ſame. 
Equanimity and Compoſednels, is, next to Charity, 
the Badge of the Chriſt ian Religion, in which the 
Mind is exalted to the greateſt Sublimity and Per- 
fection: Not to be affected with Loſſes of Friends 
or Goods, but to maſter all diſorderly Paſſions to 
Chriſtian Motives, is a Virtue of the higheſt Claſs; 
and, indeed, in Minds rightly diſpoſed, the Truth 
of this Divine Maxim is evident. 
Among the Romans, who, of all the Heathen 
World, had the beſt and moſt ſolid Notions of

What they urge by Way of ſerious Argument 
againſt the Practice of this Duty, may be reduced 
to chree Heads, 1. That Faſting is no Duty by the 
Law of Nature. 2. That it is aboliſhed with the 
Ceremonial Law, of which it was Part. 3. That 
it is no where in the New Teſtament exprefiy en- 
joined. All which T fhall ſhew to be great Errors. 

- Firſt then, The Light of Nature is ſufficient to 
diſcover Faſting to be a Duty, without any expreſs 
Command from God or Revelation concerning it. 
This appears from the Inſtance of the Nine vites, am 

eathen Nation, who, when Jona, was Tent to pro- 
pheſy the Deſtruction of their City, by the Light 
of Reaſon, had Recourſe to Faſting and Humilia- 
tion, to deprecate and avett the divine Vengeance; 
and this Humiliation was ſo acceptable to God, 
that he in Mercy ſpared and forgave them. Se 
Jonah. iii. And our bleſſed Saviour affirms of Tyre 
and Sidon, two heathen Cities, that if the ſame 
mighty Works had been donein them, as weredone 
in Chorazin and Herhſaida, they would have repen- 
ted in Sackcloth and Aſhes, i. e. with Faſting, Matth. 
ix. 21. Now whence could heathen Nations learn, 
that. Faſting was a proper Expreſſion of Repen- 
tance, & Means to appeaſe the Anger of God, and 

2 remove 
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remove his Judgments, but by the Light of Reaſon 
and Dictates of Nature? Therefore 
Secondly, Since the Voice of Nature it ſelf 
reaches all Nations the Exped ienee of this Duty, 
though the appointing particular Days for the Pra- 
Rice of ir, and on ſuch and ſuch particular Grounds, 
be Part of the Ceremonial Law, yet Faſting it ſelf 
was not, as having been a Duty before the giving 
of that Law, and practiſed as ſuch by Nation; 
who never heard af it: Though therefore by the 
Abrogation of the Ceremonial Law we are' relea- 
ſed from any Obligation to obſerve the particular 
Days enjoined therein as Faſts, yet we are not re- 
leaſed from the Duty of Faſting, as will more 
clealy appar ß)“ 
- Thirdly, By proving Faſting to be a Duty un- 
der the New Teſtament. And, were it not ſuch, 
to what End can we ſuppoſe our bleſſed Saviour 
ave thoſe Directions concerning the Manner of 
aſt ing? Mat. vi. If it were never aur Duty to 
faſt, we have no Occaſion for Rules concerning it: 
But Chriſt here takes it for granted, that the Duty 
was already ſufficiently evident, and therefore 
only cautions againſt Vain- glory and ſpiritual 
Pride in performing it, But this, it is objected, 
is no poſitive Precept; I grant it, but that is a 
| ſtronger Confirmation of what I ſaid before, ſince 
the Duty was ſo clear and fo univerſally acknow- 
ledged, that there was no need of a new Precept 
concerning it.

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Martyrs, who converted the World to Chriſt, 
and ſealed the Truth of his Goſpel with their 
Blood) are vouchſafed. no better Titles than that 
of ſpiritual Comedies, potent Engines in the Hands of 

Churchmen, Days of godly. ranting and rogring, &c. and. 
it mult be Popery aud Prieſteraft to obſerve thoſe an- 
nual Feaſts, which in this Nation, we have good 

Reaſon to think are of as ancient a Date as our. 
Converſion to Chriſtianity ;. which our wiſe Re- 

formers, when. they purged the Church from the- 
corrupt Innovations of Rome, retained and eſta- 
bliſhed as Primitive and Catholick ;. which the 
_ Lutheran Churches approve and celebrate, and even 
the Calviniſts, whoſe blind Zeal againſt Popery, of- 
ten milled them to aboliſh Primitive Chriſtianity, 
allow to be lawfal, ſubſervient ro many excel- 
lent Ends, and the great Means of preſerving and. 
promoting Piety and Chriſtian Knowledge. 

But is it not Superſtition to obſerye one Day. 
more than another? And does not Sr. Paul reprove 
the Galatians for obſerving Days and Months, and 
repreſent it as a Crime of ſo fatal Conſequence, as 
de fear that he had in preaching the Goſpel to 
them, beſtowed. upon them Labour in vain ?- This 
is the great ObjeCtion of our Diſſenters; but it is 
Ike the reſt of their Pleas for Nonconformity, fo weak. 
and trifling, that it ſcarce deſerves a ſerious Anſwer, 
For what can be more ridiculous, than from St. 
Paul's condemning: the Obſervation of the Jewiſb 

Feſtivals, then abrogated by CHRIST, as Su- 
perſtition, to infer that it is Superſtition to keep 

the Feſtivals of the Chriſtian Church in Memory 
of the Myſteries of our Redemption? Obſerving 
the Jewiſh. Feaſts, when abrogated by CHRIS T, 

ſeemed to be a kind of Relapſe into Fudaiſm, a re- 
volting from the Church to the Synagogue, and there- 
Tore the Apoſtle might juitly fear leſt he had be. 
ſtowed upon them Labour in vain : But what Re- 
lation has this to the Feaſts of the Chriſtian Church? 

Is there any Fear of the ſame or the like Danger 
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in celebrating the Feſtivals therein appointed to be 
kept holy ? So far from that, that on the contrary, ir 
is to the Obſervation of them, that we owe the ſmall 
Remains of primitive Piety, and Chriſtian Faith, which 
are ſtill among us. For tho it is pretended, that the 
Obſervation of Feſtivals reſtrains the Praĩſes of God 
to certain Times, which are feafonable at all Times, 
and fo is a Hindrance to Piety : Vet it is evident in 
Fact, that they who-obſervethe Feaſts of the Church 
with the maoſt religious Veneſation, are beſt able to 
ive an Account of the Grounds of their moſt holy 
Faith, beſt inſtructed in the Principles of Chriſtiani- 
ty, and moſt exemplary for every Chriſtian Virtue in 
their Lives and Converſations : Whereas thoſe whe 
neglect them, are ignorant, debauch'd, and to every 
good Work reprobate. Their Cant indeed is, that 
they keep every Day a Feſtival to God, that they 
commemorate and praiſe him for his Mercies every 
Day; but their wicked Lives preclaim aloud to the 
World, that this is all but Pretence; but what is 
every Day's Buſineſs, is no Day's Buſineſs; and 
that the Wiſdom of the Church can never be ſuf- 
ficiently commended in ſecuring by the Inſtitution 
of Feſtivals a certain Portion of our Time, for the 
Praiſe and Worſhip of God, the improving in 
Chriſtian Knowledge, and quickening and ſtreng - 
thening our good Reſolutions and Graces. 
To argue from the Abuſe of a thing againſt the 
Uſe of it, was always reckos'd falſe Logick ; yet 
here our Independent Whizs triumph; and becauſe 
the Feſtivals have been abuſed to Intemperance 
and Luxury, they harangue againſt obſerving them 
at all, and compare them to rhe mad and drunken 
Holy-Days of the Pagan Bacchanals.

All our Knowledge in 
the Philoſophy of Nature amounts only to fome 
probable Conjectures, e Norions, and im- 
perfect Apprehenſions of Fhings, whofe Eſſences 
lie concealed from us in impenetrable Darkneſs. 

And now, if we have ſearck' d into earthly Things, 
and eomprekend them not, tow. ſhall we, by ſear- 
Ching, find out God, and comprehend. the Almigh- 
ty to P ion? Well might the Author of the 
Book of Wiſdom ſay, Hardly do we gueſs aright- at the 
things upon Earth, and with Labour do we find the things 
that are before us; but the things which are in Heaven, 
who hath ſearched out?: 5 
It will be allowed, I ſuppoſe, even by thefe Men 
of exalted Reaſon, that the Divine Nature is Incom- 
prehenſible: For, how ean Finite meaſure Infinite? 
And, if this be granted, what Objection can it be 
to the Myſteries of our Faith, that our ſhallow 
Reaſon cannot comprehend what is atlow'd on all 
Sides to be Incomprehenſible? Why is it ſet up as 
a Judge of thoſe things which it cannot have any 
clear or juſt Notion of? We might as well fet up 
the Blind as. the beſt Judges of Colours, or the 
Deaf, of Sounds. 5 But 
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But if they preſumptuouſly affirm, that we can 


Rave no juſt Ground to believe any thing of the 
Divine Nature, but what can be demonſtrated and 
made evident to our Reaſon, the Caſe is clear 


that Atheiſm is at the Bottom: For God is in 4 
things Incomprehenfible, and his Nature, bis At- 
crees, his Works and Ways, are all 
full of Depth, Myſtery and Wonder; and to de- 
clare, that they will believe no more of him, than

what their Reaſon can clearly comprehend, is, in 


effect, to ſay in their Hearts with the Fool in the 
Pſalmiſt, There is no God.

Caſting my Eyes lately over ſome Paſſages of 
Livy, I took Notice, that, in ſpeaking of the Ba- 


niſſiment of Camillus, the Miſcondu& of the Tribunes 


in the War againſt the Gauls, and the Miſchiefs 
that befel the Commonwealth through miſtaken 
Counſels, the Hiſtorian makes the following Re- 
flection, Adeo obcæcat animes Fortuna, cum vim ſuam 
refrings non vult; ſo totally does Fortune blind the Eyes 
and Underſtanding, when ſhe will not ſuffer us to prevent 


her Deſigns! 


The great Machiavel, T remember, deſcanting _ 
upon this Reflection, lays it down for a Rule, that 
whenever Fortune would bring horrible DeſtruFions upon 


any Place, ſhe prefers Men for that Purpoſe who. are fit to 


draw on Ruine: And in Caſe there be any that might haue 
prevented ſuch Miſchief, ſhe either takes them off, or de- 
pri ves them of all - Ability of doing any Good. Thus, 
in thoſe Days of Camillus, when they wanted nei- 
ther Wiſdom nor Strength, the Roman Senate could 
think of nothing to ſave their City, ſo weak and 
deſtructive were all their Counſels againſt the In- 
fluence which - ſeemed to puſh on their De- 
ſtru dien . . | 

This Remark will hold with Reſpect to private 
Men, as well as to the Publick ; they may follow 
Fortune, but they cannot command her; they 
may weave her Webs, but cannot hinder her from 
breaking them. If we leck at home, we have ſeen 
Schemes of Ruine paſs with an equal Infatuation, 
as thoſe did at Rome; and we need no ſtronger 
Proofs, than from the Example of certain Perſons 
under a preſent Examination, and of others their more 
private Accomplices. Could we follow them through 
all the crooked and unknown Paſlages, by which 
they thought to ſteal into Wealth and Great- 
neſs, we ſhould ſee ſuch a Mixture of Folly and 
of Cunning, that it would give us Reaſon to won- 
der they were no ſooner found out; but it makes 
good the Obſervation of Livy upon the Affairs of 
Rome, that Proyidence, or Fortune, (call it which

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you pleaſe) ſuffered them to ſucceed at firſt, only 
to bring them to the greater Confuſion. + 


When we confider the Villainy by which they | 


carried on their Deſigns, we may well ſuppole 
they would have gone further Lengths, to put 
themſelves out of the Danger of Puniſhment. It 
brings to my Mind the Saying of a very ' wiſe 
Author, that Men are ſeldom either perfectly good, 
or perfectly wicked, Theſe Politicians, and their 
| ſecret Abetters, wanted Reſolution, Thought, or 
Judgment enough to finiſh the Deſtruction they 
ſeemed to have deſigned. And here again, I bring 
our preſent Caſe and Circumſtances to bear a very 
great Reſemblance to thoſe of the Romans at that 
Time; for, when they were ſo reduced that they 
had loſt all, except their Capitol, a quite different 
Spirit governed their Counſels; they were go- 
verned by wiſe as well as valiant Men, and For- 
tune fcourged them before only to make them the 
Greater. | VVV 

It is an old Obſervation which has been made 
on this Nation, that tho' we are dull at Invention, 
we are yet allowed to be the beſt Improvers in all 
Arts and Sciences; we exceed the French in every 
Branch of the Mathematicks, outdo the Germans and 
Ho landers in Mechanicks ; and Fraly, which was al- 
lowed to produce the moſt exquiſite Cheats, is not 
to be named in Compariſon with us. It may be 
obje&ed, perhaps, that the Italian Frauds are finer 
ipun, and concerted with a greater Delicacy of

The fancied Succeſs of the filly Multitude, 
who were Adventurers in this empty Project, cauſed 
Men to think that common Senſe was certain Ruine: 
The whole Kingdom run into rhe ſame Conceit, 
and ſeemed to lay down a Set of Paradores to them- 
ſelves for Maxim, as, that Reaſon was the moſt 
unreaſonable thing in the World; that he was no 
better than blind who pretended to any Foreſight ; 
and, that all Actions ought in Prudence to be un- 


dertaken without Thought or Premeditation. Thus 


you might ſee Men running blinafold to the Alley 


af Deſtruction, like Martin in the Tale of the Tub, who 


was wont to ſhut his Eyes as he walked along the 
Streets; and, if he happened to hit his Head a- 
gainſt a Poſt, or tumbled into the Kennel (which

Some late Circumſtances in the World have put 
me upon the Subject of looking back into Hiſtory, 


and examimug. upon what: Arguments Great Men 
have choſe to die critically, to prevent the Conſe- 


auences of liying longer. And, I find, that _ 
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of theſe adventurous Heroes, who have launched 


thus voluntarily into Eternity, did it rather becauſe 
they were ſic of the Times, than of themſelves : Ra- 


ther becauſe they could not ſurvive" the Loſ, of 
Liberty, or Oppreſſion of their Cogntry, than that they 
could not ſtand the Teſ of their own Actions, or 


the Sentence of an enquiring Senate. 


The two moſt eminent Inſtances in Roman Hiſto- 


ry, of. ſuch as thus deſperately made an End of 
themſelves, are thoſe of Caro Uticenſfs, and Marcus 
Brutus: The firſt died becauſe he could not get 
the better of Tyranny; and the latter, becauſe, 
when he had ſtruck to root out one Oppreſſor, he. 
was purſued by more dangerous Tyrants.than him 
whom his Love to Rome only moved him to deſtroy. 
Cato was zealous for the Laws and Liberty of the 
Commonwealth: And Brutus loved Cæſar, even 
when he ſtruck him: But when Ceſar trampled on 
the Rights of Rome, then Brutus could forget his 
Affection to the Man, to put an End to the Tyrant.

Whereas Experi- 
ence convinces us, ſuch Fellows do much more 
Miſchief, than Villains of greater Capacities, and 
finer Pens. They write down to the Underſtanding 
of the Mob, who are incapable of ſubtile DiſtinQi- 
ons, and abſtrated Reaſoning : And therefore 
have the wiſeſt Governments puniſhed with the 
utmoſt Severity the Authors and Publiſhers of ſe- 
dious Papers and Ballads, tho' they had offended 
the Eight Parts of Speech, and every Line of Gram- 
mar, to as great a Degree as they ſinned againſt 
the Magiſtracy. It is well known, that the moſt 
active and powerful Inſtruments in ſubverting our 
Eccleſiaſtical and Civil Conſtitution in 1641, were 
Wretches ſcarce endued with common Senſe.

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To this memorable Sentence he tacks what 
follows. © The Freedom with which they are 
* written has been encouraged. and applauded 
even by thoſe, who in other Inſtances; are Ene-

graph informs us, that by the Enemies to all Free- 
dom, he means, Tories, Jacobites and Nonjurors; in 
this Inſtance the Fellow palpably betrays his evil

Again, ſays he, Men when not byaſs'd by

Pinion of human Nature in this Place, ſo contrary 
to the Principles of his Maſter Hobbes, and what he

:ſhews how ſmall his Knowledge of Mankind is

= cne who looks upon the Biſhops as neceſſary Evils, 
and the Ceremonies as heavy intolerable Yokes,

IS as bad or worſe) teaches them to act contrary 
to their Principles and Profeſſion and the in ward 
Perſuaſion of their Minds; and then, as to that 

good Temper where with a moderate Man ought to 
manage all Debates, that's not at all conſidei d in 
the common Acceptation of the Phraſe; for by 
how much the more fiercely and vehemently any

If any profeſs'd Diſſen- 
ter, and covenanted Member of a Conventicle, 
ſhould frequent out Churches, ſpeak kindly of our

rate of their Way, in their Senſe of a moderate

tempt with which they regard all thoſe who on 
Compariſon ſeem inferior to them in thoſe Quali- 
fications, on which they have grounded the Eſteem 
they have for themſelves, conſtitute that Vice 
which we call PRIDE: Which is of all the nume- 
rous Train of Imperfe&ions, to which the depra- 
ved Nature of Man is expoſed, That which af- 
faults him moſt dangerouſly. There is no Paſſion 
that ſteals inro the Heart'more imperceptibly, and 
covers it ſelf under more Diſguiſes. There is no 
Condition of Life exempt. from its Attacks: It 
takes as ſtrang a Paoſſeſſion of the Heart of the 
Poor, low, dependant Cortager, as of the Prince, 
who ſits abſolute on his Throne: *Tis a moſt baſe 
Alloy, from which the pureſt Metals are not 


4 throughly refined. 


As there is no Vice which ſo readily poſſeſſes 
the Heart of Man, or extends its Conqueſts ſo far; 
ſo will it be found, that there is none other equal 
to it in miſchievous and unhappy Conſequences. 
From whence ! are thoſe pernicious and damnable

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| Herzfies ? From whence'! | thoſe unnatural and di- 
ſtracting Schiſms, which rend and deftroy the Pence 
and Unity of the Chriſtian Church? Are they not of 
Pride? Deſtructive Wars, Faction, Rebellion, Sedition, 
"Uſurpation and Tyranny, are the vile Off, pring of 
that filthy Parent. Are not Murmuring, Repining, 
and Diſcontent, at the Diſpenſations of the AL- 
MIGHTY, . both in publick and private Affairs, 
deriv'd from this baſe Original?

To the Great Searcher of Hearts, this Vice ap- 
pears in all its native Horror and Deformity : and 
is, in à moſt particular Manner, odious to him. 
In the Eyes of Man, no Sin is ſo deteſtable ; be- 
cauſe, how wicked ſoever the Generality of Man- 
kind may be, none but ſuch as are in the higheſt 
Degree abandon'd, delight in other Mens Sins. 
Luſt, Revenge, Malice, and ſeveral other Vices, 
may lye ſo concealed under the Management of 
an artful Perſon, that few, nay, perhaps none, but 
thoſe who feel the evil Effects + thoſe vile Dif- 
poſitions, ſhall in the leaſt ſuſpect they are lodg d 
in his Breaſt. But Pride is ever ſhewing it ſelf, 

knows not its own Deformity. Tho' the luſtful, 
the revengeful, the malicious, are not leſs fond 
of their Vices than the Proud Man of his Pride: 
Yet they can perceive, that the World does not 
look upon them with the ſame Eye of Complacen- 
cy that they themſelves do; but Pride is a blind 

Vice, it fancies its greateſt Faults Perfe&ions, and 
expoſes its unhappy Poſſeſſor to the Contempt

Since then Pride is ſo abominable in its own

he unavoidably meets. This Fool knows not the 
proper Uſe of what he has; no wonder then that

has been the execrable Policy of all 
ESI Adminiſtrations, founded in, or executed 
by Fraud; to make their preſent apparent 
— Intereſt, witheut any the leaſt Regard to 
common Juſtice, their ſole Principle of Action: A 
kind of Policy as highly irrational, as it is dete- 
ſtably wicked. The Truth of this Propoſition is 
manifeſt from the Evidence of Experience, the 


plaineſt, moſt familiar, and at the ſame time, the 
moſt certain Method of Argumentation; and what 


js ſtill more, alſo the moſt convincing, daily Ob- 


ſervation teaches us, that there are Thouſands who 


can impudently oppoſe the ſtrongeſt Reaſon, and 
withſtand the Force of the cleareſt Demonſtration, 
yet are not able to reſiſt Experience. I ſhall there. 
fore, in my Attempt to illuſtrate the Propoſition. I 
have laid down, tranſeribe a Paſſage from Sir Mal- 


er om ty excellent Preface to the Hiſtory of the 


World; (a Preface I muſt recommend to the feri- 
ous Peruſal of all my Readers.) | 


Before I preſent you with my Quoration from 
Sir Walter, I ſhall enquire into the Grounds of 
this deteſtable Policy. As ſuch Powers have re- 


ceived their Eſtabliſhment in Defiance of Reli- 
ion, it muft not be expected, that their Conduct 


ould be regulated by the Dictates thereof. As 


no religious Perſon will intermeddle in the Affairs 


of a corrupt and ill-rooted Adminiſtration, aban- 
don'd Profligates and looſe Creatures muſt be cal- 
led in to ſupport it. Theſe, as they are the ready 
Executioners of the vicious Commands of their 
Superiors, 
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Superiors, muſt be tolerated in their own particu- 
lar Depravations, to qualify them for the Service, 
for which they are retained. They muſt alſo be 
encouraged in their Wickedneſs, that by their 
Example the reſt of the State may be debauched ; 
whereby the Sparks of Virtue being extinguiſhed 
in the Majority, they may.. be: moye eaſily ſeduc'd 
into Slavery; that excellent tender Virtue, ths 
Love of Liberty! always expiring upon the Sick _ 
neſs/ of her Siſter Graces. Beſides, wicked Men 

are firm to the Cauſe they eſpouſe, no longer than 
while it is their Advantage ſo to be; and are of 
ſo mutable a Nature, that they will change Sides 
for equal Profit. To fix fuch People, they muſt be 
ſo immerſed in Villainy, that an Alteration in the 
State might endanger their Security. Thus in 
Troops of Banditti, and Neſts of Pyrates, every 
new Adventurer is admitted a Member of thoſe 
hellth Communities, by the Ceremony of imbru- 
ing his Hands m innocent Blood; nor is any Man 
t:.oaght fit to be depended upon entirely by them, 
vill he has given ſuch horrid Security., 
If we peruſe the Hiſtory ef thoſe Monſters of 
Men Saetonius and Tacitus are principally taken 
up with, we ſhall find it their common Policy, 
to licenſe the greateft. Enormities. Nor muſt we 
hence conclude, that in thoſe Times a Goaler had 
a poor Place, or the Hangman a bad Office: No- 
thing leſs !* Blaſphemers of the Gods, inceſtuous 
Perſons, Plunderers of the Publick,. Raviſhers of 
Maids, Corrupters of Matrons, People given to 
unnatural Luſts, baſe Murderers, did not, tis true, 
ceme into their Hands: But the Dungeons were 
fill'd, Gibbets loaded, and Axes blunted, with the 
Sufferings of Remes beſt Citizens. | Saucy Crimi- 
nals! who dared. to be bold Aſſerters of Liberty, 
perhaps ſo fooliſhly wicked, as to commend the 
Reign of Augufzs, and ſpeak irreyerently of fuck 
excellent. Perfons as. Sejanus, Sporns, or Paris, con-

make Room for Julia, meanly making Affection ſub- 
mit to Intereſt. Whether it were his unhandſome 
Deportment tv this Lady, or her own vicious 
Inclinations, and more than Female Inconſtancy, 
occaſion'd it, my Author does not tell: Ir is cer- 
rain they did not live long together decently, tho 
the Lady had no violent Diſlike to him at the time 
of his Marriage. After his Divorce from her, he 
uſed her in the moſt ungenerous Manner, heaping 
Reproaches on her, confining her very cloſe, and 


almoſt ſtarving her. f |

Nor was his Luft inferior to his Cruelty. He 
was accuſtom'd unnaturally to abuſe Women, and 
thoſe roo oftentimes of Quality.

Diſcoverers of unnatural and beſtial Poſtures and 


Motions ; theſe he called Spinctriæ, the Incendlaries 
of his Luſt. \ He entertained himſelf in ſeeing 
them in thre ſeveral Rows abuſing each other, 
thereby to excite his decay'd Appetite. He provi- 
ded ſeveral Chambers alſo, hung about with filthy 
Pictures and infamous Statues, and furniſhed them 
with the abominable Books of Elephantis, that if 
any one had a Mind to be prodigiuſly wicked, he 
might not want a Pattern to'Sin by.

Security, always advertiſed Lady M——— of it; 
who, ſinding him expert in Affairs of this Nature, 
obliged. him to quit his Trade, and entruſted him 
with the Management of all her private Concerns. 
Mr. Craggs (for ſo we muſt now begin to call him) 
had got, we may perceive, into a pretty Track of 
finding Money, to enlarge which he procures the 
Office of Sollicitor to the old Eaſt- India Company, 


and was elected a Member of Parliament, and was 


one of the 118 Yea's againſt 117 No's for ſettling 


| the happy Succeſſion in the preſent Royal Houſe. 
Soon after he was a Contractor for clothing the 


Army, and was, for his frugal Management, by the 
Parliament, committed to the Tower, When the 
Duke of Marlborough was made Maſter of the Or- 
dinance, he made his truſty Servant, Mr. Craggs, 
Clerk of the Dalwerys; he was about four Years of 
the laſt of Queen Annes Reign out of Employ- 
ment ; but upon the happy Acceſſion of his pre- 
ſent Majeſty, was with the Lord Garnwalis con- 
ſtituted joint Poſt-Maſter General. | 

Several Children were the Product of his Nup- 
tials, four of which arrived to Maturity; three of 


theſe were Daughters, who married Mr. N——/, | 


Mr. Vn, and Mr. EU — t, all Members 
of the Honourable Houſe of Commons; the latter 
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of which left his Seat in Parliament for à conſide- 
rable Employment. 1

e had a Son, to whom he gave a modiſſi French 


Education in a Seminary at Chelſas, governed by 
one Monſieur le Feure; this Place he left early to 
go to Hanover for further Improvement: After ſome 
Vears Continuance here, he went to the Court of 
Turin, and was under the Guidance of that able 
Miniſter Mr. Hi From hence he remov'd to Bar- 
celona, where he ſerved as an Under -Miniſter to the 
Emperor, in the Abſence of the late Lord Stanhope. 

Upon the Death of the Queen, he was, by the 
Lords of the Regency, ſent to Hamver with that 
Piece of News; for which, and with the Aﬀſtance 
of his Grace of Marlborough, he was made Cofferer 
to the Prince, then Secretary of War, and, upon 
the Diſmiſſion of Mr. Addiſan, Principal Secre- 


tary of State; in Conſequence of which, he was 


twice one of the Lords Juſtices of Great Britain on 
his Majeſty's Abſence in Hanover. 
He was, perhaps, the youngeſt Secretary we ever. 
had, and conſidering his Education, his large Com- 


merce with the Ladies, and his making ons in all 
Parties of Pleaſure, tis to be wondered he mana. 


ged Buſineſs ſo well as he did. He was a good- 
natur'd Man, and by his courteous Demeanor and 
eaſy Affability, kept himſelf clear of perſonal Ene- 
mies. He was, with his Father, deeply involved 
in the pernicious: Stuth-Sea Scheme; according to 
the Committee of Secrecy's Report, no leſs than 
36000. l. fictitious Stock was held for them. If we 


had the Happineſs of diſcourſing Mr. Knight, we 


might, perhaps, be able to tell ſeveral pretty Sto- 
ries of them, for want of which bleſſed Opportu- 
nity, we muſt, to our great Regret, leave this
